Allwho feel that sooner or later, and the 
Sooner the better, China must ¢ome into line 
with all! the civilised nations and adopt the 
gold standard, must have been reassured ‘by 
seeing that at the annual meeting of the General 
Chamber of Commerce here on Thursday tast, 
Mr. F, Anderson's motion was carried without 
a disseutient voice. The first step to the 
change in the standard in China is the adop- 
tion of a uniform coinage, which is provided 
for in the Treaty of Shanghai ; and this is what 
is urged in Mr, Anderson's motion, His speech 
covered a niuch wider range, being a very good 
argumént in favour of the inevitable change. 
In Japan the question has been taken up: by 
Mr, Soyeda, the President of the Industrial 
Bank, who delivered alecture on the subject on 
the 28th of last month before the Econoniical 
Society, Mr, Soyeda (we use the Japus Mudil's 
translation of the report in the Kokrstin 
Shimbun) sces nv serious difficulty ia the way 
of China's adoption: of the gold standard, and 
he formulates a scheme, as follows;:— 

1, Gold must be declared the 
Currency of the empire.
